Trade Allies Fail I .S. 


A merica s 22 majo r trading partners are not willing 
to reco gnize the co sts of the role the United States plays 
to day in the security of the free world, and to do so m e 
thing about it. This becam e clear after the m eeting of 
the Organizatio n for Eco no m ic Co operatio n and Dev elo p 
m ent in Paris, chaired by Secretary of State WJ liam P. 
Ro gers. 
Perhaps it was too much to expect OECD to share the 
burden of A m erica’s wo rldwide respo nsibilities, since it 
includes Switzerland. Austria and Sweden, who refuse 
any endo rsem ent of the United States defence role be 
cau« e of their neutral status. 
But the o thers are allies as well as trade partners, 
and m o re was expected of them. 
The best that R ogers 
was able to get was autho rity for a sm all high lev el study 
gro up to inv estigate the po ssibility of further interna 
tional trade nego tiatio ns, a m iserly co m pro m ise in v iew 
of A m erica’s eno rm o us co m m itm ents. 


The fo reign v iew was that U.S. chro nic and gro wing 
paym ents deficits were part of the price for the U.S. 
o v ersea« m ilitary presence, that the pro blem was mo ne 
tary not trade, and that the United States « hould put its 
m o netary ho use in o rder befo re turning to its allies for 
trade co ncessio ns. 


Such a po sitio n by our clo sest allies and trade part 
ners will stir m em bers of Co ngress, especially Senate 
M ajo rity Leader Mike M ansfield, to press again for cut 
ting 
Am erican 
fo rces 
abro ad, 
especially

Euro pe; 
and will v tir trade pro tectio nist sentim ent amo ng o thers.

Moscow looses Face in Asia

Careful studies here of the 
recent 24th congress of the 
Communist party of the Soviet 
Union dramatically illustrate 
the erosion of Moscow’s in­ 
fluence among Asian nations. 
The 
analyses 
by 
govern­ 
ment 
specialists 
are 
now 
under top-level administration 
scrutiny. It is hoped they will 
p r ov i d e 
guidance 
for 
President 
Nixon's 
effort 
to 
take advantage of splits in the 
world s Communist parties in 
order to prevent the formation 
of enemy power blocs which 
could endanger U.S. security. 
Historically, 
n a t i on a l 
C om m u n i s t parties have 
flocked to the Soviet party 
congresses, 
taking 
pride 
in 
being part of an international 
movement led by the Soviet 
Union. 
It is no secret that with the 
defection of Yugoslavia, the 
Peking Moscow 
rivalry 
and 
with Ku'-sia’s sell out of some 
p a r t i e s 
in 
Africa, 
the 
preeminence 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has . been 
seriously 
challenged for some time. 
But never before has the 
extent 
of 
the 
decline 
in 
Russian influence over local 
Asian 
parties 
showed 
so 
deeply 
as 
in 
this 
24th 
congress. 
Al! the facts are not yet 
in. but it seems that of all 
the 
Asian 
parties 
officially 
attending, only the Mongolian 
delegation couid be regarded 
by 
Moscow 
as 
safely 
pro- 
Soviet. 
And 
Mongolia 
is 
militarily a puppet state. 
The 
Australian. 
Japanese 
and North Korean Communist 
parties were represented but 
on 
thtir 
own 
prickly 
in­ 
dependent terms. 
The Nepalese and Burmese 
parties 
reportedly 
declined 
Moscow’s 
invitation. 
The 
Malaysian, Thai, Cambodian 
and 
New 
Zealand 
parties 
probablv did not attend. 
There is considerable doubt 
as to whether the Afghan and 
Indonesian Communist parties 
sent oUicial delegations. 


The pro Soviet faction of the 
Ceylonese party was probably 
present 
but. 
curiously, 
was 
not officially greeted at the 
op e n i n g 
session. 
The 
Pakistani 
Communist 
party 
was 
not 
listed 
among 
the 
delegations: 
but 
an

Pakistani group did attend. 
The pro Sov iet faction of the 
Filipino party sent a message, 
presumably
